Henry Cabo t Lo dge, J r., this co untry ’s 
ambassado r to the United Natio ns, has o f­ 
fered a belated ex planatio n fo r the ex treme­ 
ly high casualties suffered by the United 
States during the Ko rean War. 
Presumably the war against Co mmunists 
was being waged by all o f the 6 0 members 
o f United Natio ns. Yet this co untry supplied 
90 per cent o f the no n-nativ e tro o ps, and 
suffered 14 4 0,5 00 casualties, including 25 ,- 
000 kno wn dead and 13.200 missing, pre­ 
sumed dead. 
Lo dge declares that many o ther U. N. 
members o ffered to supply tro o ps but were 
unable to arm them. The U. N. high co m­ 
mand turned do wn these o ffers unless the 
natio ns inv o lv ed co uld equip their o wn so l­ 
diers. As a result the United States was left 
practically alo ne in the fighting, with dis­ 
astro us results just enumerated. 
These and o ther facts hav e serv ed to dis­ 
co unt the efficency o f United Natio ns as a 
facto r fo r peace.
